"Gabrielle" is a very unique concept in reading. Its visuals appear to be based on the common graphic 
novel genre started by 'Heavy Metal' and stays true to the old "comic book" format, but with a twist. The 
emphasis is on the "graphic". Dialogue bubbles are discreet and don't interfere with each other in the 
panels, allowing the artist's work to show much better than print style panels. All the drawings are 
computer generated graphics, and look to be at least game quality. You almost expect to see actual 
movement, and to be honest, this was the only disappointment to the experience. I almost WANT them 
to move in each panel as the mouse is rolled over it. I actually felt that I was seeing the storyboards for 
a computer generated movie. One I would like to see completed and released. 

The storyline is unique as well, portraying the archangel Gabriel as a female personality and noting the 
mission she is given prior to the final trump. The new concept (to me, at least) of the forbidden fruit 
seeds being in our sphere outside the Garden of Eden, and the struggle of Lucifer to get the seeds to 
grow and give the fruit to humanity in order to corrupt them is classic struggle of light and darkness, 
with real doubt as to which is which, and which is better for mankind. Is it better to be in the infinite love 
of God as long as we choose to remain ignorant, or to have the forbidden knowledge and be out in the 
cold, cruel universe alone, fighting every moment against our own natures and other, very real, Evils? 
Yes, Evil exists. And so does God. 

This story is a great example of the struggle. It is also a great example of a new form of entertainment, 
and the author should be proud of their work.

'Gabrielle the Fallen' by Kathleen Gold is not an ordinary graphic novel. First of all, it's done in Poser-- 
with all its pros and cons. Secondly, it presents a complete new look on the speech bubbles. The 
bubbles have been a nightmare of all comic book creators, as they had covered a substantial part of 
the illustration and had to be integrated somewhat into the picture. Kathleen Gold has dealt with this 
problem in style: she presents a kind of interactive bubbles that appear only when touched with a 
mouse. With every new system it's only two ways--you either love it or hate it. I love it. 

The plot of the graphic novel deals with Christian mythology and offers a few new ideas, the most 
shocking being the main character: archangel Gabriel is a woman! I must admit that the plot kept me 
reading till the end, although some points could have been more explained. For example the case of 
Dorian, who is neither fully described nor shown. From the hints given in the Prologue, it can be 
gathered that he was someone important to Gabrielle. But a little retrospection, showing what really 
happened to him, would help. 

Ah, the Prologue. A long string of sentences that must be read in order to comprehend the story--l have 
committed the same mistake with my work and from my exprience I can say that it's a killer. It can put 
readers of reading, as they expect a graphic novel, not a regular novel. Anyway, once you get through 
the Prologue, the story begins. It is well paced and it resolves nicely. It has drama, it has suspence. 
What is more, it has an ending and a promise of a sequel, which is good. Maybe in the next part I will 
learn more about the mysterious Dorian? 

As far as the art is concerned, it has it's ups and downs. The story arch taking place in the temple with 
hell hounds is very well done, with great shadow/light play. However, some of the other scenes lack 
depth and good lighting. Sometimes the postwork is too visible and sometimes just the opposite: a 
strand of hair peeks through a character's ear or coat. Generally the art is quite uneven, but certain 
scenes and cadres show great potential. The camera action/ cadre composition is very good, although 
sometimes too much of a blank space is left around the characters (normally would be filled with 
speech bubbles, I guess). 

On the whole, 'Gabrielle the Fallen' is certainly worth reading; the author definatelly has a lot of 
potential and immense imagination. I'd love to be taken on another tour with Gabby, just to see how it 
will all resolve.

The prc files can be viewed on a desktop but it is preferred to be view on a pda, pocket pc or cell phone 
as the images have been rendered 200x200. If you do not have the mobipocket reader, once you 
download the file, your computer will not be able to read it and it will say file unknown. 

2) What is the difference between adobe pdf and mobipocket prc files? Pdf files are viewed by adobe 
acrobat reader and prc files are viewed by mobipocket free reader. 

3) Why not just use pdf files for all the graphic novels? 

While pdf files are great for desktops or laptop computers, it is just to hard to read on a pda or pocket 
pc, the words are too small. So images for the pda or pocket pc are rendered at 200x200 so that they 
can be viewed properly. The images for the pdf were rendered at a higher pixel so that they can be 
viewed properly on a desktop or laptop screen. 

4) What is Mobipocket Reader? 

Mobipocket reader is a reader you use to read ebooks for pc desktops, pda's, handheld computers and 
smart cell phones. To download mobipocket click here . 

5) 1 thought the mobipocket reader was free, it say it costs ONLY US$ 19.95? 

The reader is free. Mobipocket has 2 versions, a pro and standard. When you download the reader 
they give you the pro version for 14 days free. After the 14 days the pro version expires and you can 
purchase that. If you choose not to, that's fine you will have the standard version on your pda with out 
the pro features. So, the standard version is free, the pro version is $19.95. 

6) How do I read this novel for pda or pocketpc?

I'm currently using a Palm lllxe, which can be had for about $60. Not only are 
there plenty of new books out there, I can also easily convert files to read on 
it. It's at least as portable as a paperback, and if I lose it or break it, 
it's fairly cheap to replace. 

I also use a Rocket and an REB 1100. These don't leave the house, because I 
can't replace either easily. Both are excellent machines and haven't given me 
any problems since I purchased them. In fact, they've probably paid for 
themselves in ink cartridge and paper costs, not to mention storage. True, 
books in their format are getting scarcer, but since I can convert both text 
and html files to read on them, I haven't run short of reading material yet.

Additionally, the current proprietary formats oriented for viewing on 
PDAs (other than LIT) do not support the requisite detailed and fine 
typographic quality necessary for presenting more complex non-fiction 
works, including educational textbooks. 
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I've been very disappointed with both Mobipocket and PDM/eReader since 
they internally support such limited styling (in the case of Mobipocket 
they only support a very rudimentary subset of CSS.) Thus, when viewing 
a Mobipocket ebook on my desktop, it looks very plain and "PDA-ish". 

(In a sense, these formats are "low-fidelity" — they internally carry 
little "high-fidelity" information.) [see postscript] 

Now here's where Microsoft LIT got it right (or at least closer to 
right) in that the LIT format supports nearly all of the OEBPS CSS 
constructs, and thus a properly styled LIT publication, which looks 
great on the desktop, will gracefully render on the PocketPC PDA. (I 
know this firsthand, since I test out the LIT ebooks I publish on both 
the desktop and PocketPC versions of Reader.) 

This is possible because LIT is based on OEBPS, and OEBPS was designed 
to be an ebook framework, based on XML and CSS, which, with the right 
reading system, will render with high-typographic-fidelity on the best 
systems, yet be able to gracefully render on small, limited resolution 
screens. In fact, during the early stages of authoring OEBPS 1.0, the 
issue of both high-fidelity and graceful rendering on limited hardware 
was an important consideration. 

The OpenReader System, a next-generation open source ebook reading 
system with open standards distribution format, has such presentation 
flexibility as a very important goal. See: http://www.openreader.org/

Definitely! We'll also see PDA screens get slightly larger and much 
sharper, so they will be capable of rendering more complex layouts and 
typography. How small the screen can be and yet be sufficient for 
educational materials (both K-12 and post-secondary) remains to be 
seen, but I don't believe the current crop of PDAs have sufficiently 
large enough screens. The "real OS" mini-tablets now coming out (with 6" 
to 8" diagonal screens) may be the "sweet spot" for the smallest size 
devices suitable for formal educational use, and for general ebook 
reading.

(As a postscript to the typographic "fidelity" issue, let's look at 
audio CDs. We expect when we buy an audio CD, that when it is played 
on our friends's $100,000 audiophile system that it will sound great, 
with very high fidelity -- just like being there in the recording 
studio. But we also know that if we play the same CD on our Sony 
Walkman, with low-quality earbuds, that the audio will gracefully play 
on that system. We should expect the ebooks we buy to follow the same 
principle -- contain "high fidelity" information, yet gracefully be 
readable on low-resource, small-screen devices. This is where the 
current MobiPocket and PDM/eReader formats fall short, unfortunately. 

Such formats are not unlike very old acoustically-recorded 78rpm 
records - no matter how great of a sound system one has to playback 
the recordings, they will sound like they've been recorded with a 
pillow covering the microphone. Hopefully both MobiPocket and eReader 
will improve their next-generation formats so as to contain more 
typographic information for much higher quality rendering on larger 
screens.

Obviously anyone can draw the line anywhere they want, and say that 
"Anything below this line is too inferior for my own personal standards," 
but that kind of argument is totally subjective. . .it's all a matter 
of degree. . .and whatever degree you choose will become more and more 
available as time goes on, and at less expense. 

Of course, we have to keep in mind the kinds of arguments made by those 
who profit most from something such as HDTV. . .they people make their 
arguments obvious simply by surrounding the real picture with more and 
more bands of characters of additional information that are difficult 
to read on a standard TV, so people will be discouraged from continuing 
to use their standard TVs and will throw 100 million of them into the 
toxic landfills that surround our communities.

Your 
first step is to go to http://www.palmsource.com and download the 
latest version of the Palm OS. When you install the version that comes 
with your handheld, you may be advised to do this anyway. 

It's likely you've received a 
copy of Documents To Go. This is a word processor for Palm OS--and lets 
you read any ebook in Word or RTF format. 

Then go to http://www.palmdigitalmedia.com and download the Palm Reader 
program. There are two versions, one for your desktop and one for your 
PDA. Get both—I'll explain why in a minute. Once that's installed, you 
can read books in the Palm .pdb format. 

While you're there, set up an account. This is THE place to purchase 
books in Palm format--and be sure to sign up for their newsletter, as 
it gives discounts.

If you buy your ebooks at Fictionwise, this is 
usually offered as a DRM alternative to MS Reader on those books that 
are locked up with DRM. 

Note that both Palm Digital and Mobi have bookstores. There is also 
eBookAd and a scad of others, although their "catalogs" can vary widely 
depending on whether they get them from Content Reserve or directly 
from publishers--or both. Just Google "ebookstores." 

For converting from HTML, I use Palm's DropBook. You have to convert 
the HTML file to plain text first, but after that it's a snap to 
convert it to the Palm Reader format, and the results are reasonably 
good. 

This sounds like a lot of work, I know, and sometimes the process can 
be a little confusing if you're not sufficiently geeky. :-) But with 
these programs on your Palm you're basically good to go--and you'll 
still have room for up to 10 books on the unit and even more if it has 
a smart card slot.

Which device would you recommend that I purchase to read ebooks? and why? 

Any recommendation would be most appreciated. 

As you might expect, the answer to your question is somewhat complex, and 
highly subjective. A lot depends on what kind of "ebooks" you plan to "read." 

E-book devices can be special purpose devices (e.g. the HIEBook, the Gemstar 
or the eBookMan) or general purpose devices (e.g. the Macintosh, the 
Windows-based PC, the PocketPC or the Palm Pilot). They can range in size from 
the fixed-in-place (desktop PC) to the transportable (a laptop PC) to the 
highly portable (multi-purpose cell phone). 

I think almost everyone here would favor the general purpose device over the 
special purpose device, even when it will be dedicated to a single use. 

General purpose devices have consistently shown themselves to be at least as 
capable as special purpose devices, and due to economies of scale can always 
be produced cheaper. Additionally, special purpose devices too tied to a 
single market segment to be robust in the market place. Public disenchantment 
with e-books can spell doom for the manufacturer of special purpose e-book 
devices, but devices which can also be used as a Personal Digital Assistant or 
hand-held game platform have a wider, more diversified market. You're not 
_guaranteed_ that Palm Digital won't go out of business, leaving you owning a 
paperweight, but there's a much better chance that they'll be around in 10 
years than, say, Gemstar (what's the emoticon for "tongue-in-cheek"?) 

The other big advantage to general purpose devices is in the potential 
availability of software. If you buy a Franklin eBookMan, you can use any User 
Agent (the technical term for the software that renders electronic content) 
you like, so long as it's MobiPocket Reader. With a general purpose device, if 
you don't like a particular User Agent in all likelihood there's a progammer 
somewhere who didn't like it either, and has built a better mousetrap. 

On to my own personal biases. I find that except for extremely short passages, 

I just cannot read at a desktop machine. A small laptop (such as one of the 
old 9" Toshiba Portege's) is almost acceptable if I'm at home and can settle 
into an easy chair, but nothing beats a handheld, such as a PocketPC or a Palm 
Pilot. I can jot down my grocery list before going to the store, and then read 
a novel while waiting in the checkout line; multi-tasking at its finest. 

Unfortunately, I find that I cannot read technical/reference materials (e.g. 

Chuck Easttom's "C++ Programming Fundamentals") on a small screen. I find that 
for novels and essays, and other material designed to be read serially from 
beginning to end a handheld device is the best, but for technical or reference 
material I find the information I need and then print the section. 

The two most important considerations in choosing a handheld device (assuming, 
of course, that price is no object) are screen clarity and the availability of 
your prefered User Agent. It is obvious that for reading a monochrome screen 
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is all that is necessary. While it may be obvious, it is also wrong. The 
difference between reading on a color screen and a monochrome screen is like 
night and day. The higher the screen resolution, the better. The early Palm's 
resolution of 160 pixels by 160 pixels (a 'pixel' is a 'picture element', and 
can be thought of as a 'dot', althougth that's not quite accurate) is barely 
adequate for reading, and makes rendering different font's difficult. The 
PocketPC upped the ante with a screen resolution of 240 by 320 and a usable 
screen area which is half again as large. Later Palms quadrupled their earlier 
resolution to 320 by 320 (in the same screen area) and the new Tungsten T3 
(and I believe the Sony Clie) feature color screen resolutions of 320 by 480, 
and a screen area as large as the Pocket PCs. 

You also need to consider where you will be reading. In moderately lit rooms, 
with the backlight on, my wife's Casseopia has a more readable screen than my 
iPaq 3650. In bright sunlight, however, her screen washes out completely, 
whereas the iPaq is highly readable without the backlight. In yet another 
scenario, after lights out the backlight of the iPaq is so bright, even at its 
lowest setting, that it sometimes keeps her from falling asleep, and in those 
over 40, mid-night moments I can even use it as a flashlight:-). You should 
find whatever you are considering buying and look at it in all three of these 
locations: bright sunlight, typical indoor lighting, and in a darkened room. 

The ability to use standard or rechargeable AAA batteries is a plus. 

The choice between a Micro$oft Mobile device (aka PocketPC, WinCE) or a PalmOS 
device will be dictated mostly by what kind of software User Agent you want to 
use, and what other tasks you want to use the device for. IMNSHO, I think that 
the best, and most, User Agent software is available for the Micro$oft based 
devices. My favorite User Agent software is pBook (quirky but powerful) which 
is available only on the PocketPC platform. MobiPocket is also good and works 
on both platforms, as does iSilo and PalmReader. MobiPocket can display 
e-books in the lowest common denominator ASCII and PalmDOC formats, as well as 
the richer MobiPocket and HTML formats (pBook displays all these formats as 
well as RTF and zip files containing any of these formats). PalmReader is also 
an acceptable reader, although I believe it only displays PalmDOC simple files 
and its own proprietary PalmReader format. There is a utililty called DropBook 
that can create PalmReader files from HTML; if you choose the PalmReader 
software I would encourage you to obtain DropBook as well, and learn how to 
use it. 

Balancing all these considerations (plus the fact that I wanted to play some 
games and use a spreadsheet as well) I opted for a PocketPC (my now obsolete 
iPaq 3635); I will admit, however, that the display on the T-3 makes me drool.
